You m y not be aware of it, but 1 nm the first to hove "discovered* 
and written stout Ferris. At our conference, you cisy recall X did »sk you 
about hist en-i Secret Service knowledge of Mm, etc* I have been trying to 
obtain what I believe la improperly withheld of the Ferris materiel, ml toe a 
long time. During this time X have been me da false promises by some government 
official*, including »n Assieteut Attorney General of the United State#, %«## 
files ere cvaileble to you should you desire to see them. Recently l have ©gain 
taken this up with the Department of Fustic®, looking to taking whatever steps 
may be possible te obtain this material, 

I hat® eonduoted shot, for « writer, is « rather extensive investiga- 
tion of Ferris* Again, if it lnt&reete you, you may see what I hsvu. But I 
ensure you there io virtually no facet of his personal life and its character 
that is not public end well-kncwa* largely published, This is also true of those 
with thom he had reletleftehlpa* £©jn« of this Is recorded la various legal pro- 
ceedings. As t, matter of feet, the relationship between Ferris and others has 
been very sell publicized, including in e book and in its serialization, by 
Milton Brener, attorney for several of the man who ora among the aub jects cf 
the still-withheld FBI reports. 

So, I am writing te es* for copies of any such Secret Service data, 

X have the Jack Merlin interview that we# so well sad I think so improperly 
publicised by the government when the Garrison story broke. The Archives copy 
Is close to illegible. If you hsve anything of this character, X would ask not 
only that you provide it to the Archives, if it is not there, but, '4 tk the 
history with which you «re now familiar, that you send s» copies separately, 
his is in no way improper end at the very worst it would a-ive Considerable time.
